WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (AP)— 
The White House checked today 
~ on the number of coal miners at 


work and there were reports Pres- 
ident Truman was ready to act 
quickly if strikers do not go back 
to the pits. 


An Associated Press survey re- 


ported 89,575 miners were idle. 
(The United Press said there were 
96,000 away from work.) Last 
week 88,000 were idle. 

At a forenoon’ conference, 
Charles Ross, presidential press 
secretary, said, “I can’t answer 
anything at the moment.” 

He said Truman had nothing to 
add to what he has already said 
about the coal situation. The Pres- 


ident has said repeatedly he | 


would step in if the situation re-— 


quired action from him. 
White House Conference. 

Coal presumably was one of 
the matters reviewed at a con- 
ference Truman had with his 
White House staff today. After 
it broke up, one of those who at- 
tended said he thought it un- 
likely that any action would be 
taken today. 

It was learned the White House 
is getting reports on the response 
of the miners to weekend hints 
that presidential action could be 
expected unless they got back to 
the three-day work week ordered 
by John L. Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers. 

A high White House official 
said last night: “The situation has 
now reached a point where at 
least the three-day work week 
must be put into full operation 
to avoid White House action. 

“Only the return of the men 
to work by tomorrow (Monday), or 
evidence by then that they are 
returning immediately will make 
it possible for the President to 
hold off,” said the official—who 
declined to be quoted by name.

At another point, ) 


a reporter that the President 
might intervene “within 48 hours.” 

Thus the next step appeared to 
rest with those of Lewis’s miners 
who have been on strike for three 
weeks to support their demands 
for a contract guaranteeing five 
days a week. 

Lewis instituted a three-day 
week to bring pressure on coal 
operators to grant UMW contract 
demands, short of an_ all-out 
strike. The strike of the miners, 
who say they can’t live on three 
days’ pay, does not have official 
UMW authorization. 

The White House official said 
the President will decide on the 
basis of any return-to-work move- 
ment whether to invoke the emer- 
gency powers of the, Taft-Hartley 
Act, or take other action. 

On Hill Senator Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia, asked the Sen- 
ate to by-pass its Labor Commit- 
tee and call on Truman to invoke 
the Taft-Hartley law immediately. 
Byrd told his colleagues the na- 
tion obviously is confronted with 
a national emergency.

MAKING ARRESTS 
HARD, CHIEF SAYS 


Police Lid So Tight That 
Bookies Keep Evidence 
at Minimypm, O’Con- 
nell Explains. 


Police pressure has made pro- 
fessional gamblers cautious to the 
point that policemen have to work 
diligently to “make a gambling 
case,” Chief of Police Jeremiah 
O’Connell said yesterday on a 
television interview over Post- 
Dispatch Station KSD-TV. 

Handbook operators no longer 
issue betting tabs and make 
other efforts to reduce evidence 
of their activities to a minimum, 
Chief O’Connell said. To make a 
case, officers must place a bet 
with marked money then be able 
to recover the marked bills when 
making the arrest, O’Connell re- 


lated. : 

President William L. Holz- 
hausen of the Board of Police 
Commissioners assured the tele- 
vision audience that the “lid is 
on gambling in St. Louis.” Holz- 
hausen declared there is no or- 
ganized commercial gambling in 
the city, adding that “the only 
safe bet you can make is that the 
lid is on and will be kept on 
commercial gambling.” 

He enumerated the various 
types of gambling — handbooks, 
dice games, punchboards, slot 
machihes and lotteries—and said 
the police department has suc- 
cessfully discouraged organized 
operation of all types. 

Two other members of the 
police board, Maurice Roberts 
and Charles H. Ostertag, also 
spoke on the 15-minute program. 
Roberts said St. Louis is “the 
cleanest city in the United States, 
due to the efforts of Chief O’Con- 
nel and his men.” Ostertag 
praised the work of the Police 
Academy in training young offi- 
cers. Daniel G. Church, the 
fourth member of the _ police 
board, was out of the city. 


WIFE WITHDRAWS 
$3000 FROM BANK, 
LEAVES IN TRUCK 


Police today were seeking Mrs. 
Sarah Seals, 35 years old, who 
disappeared Friday from her 
home at 2721A Rutger street after 
withdrawing $3000 her husband, 
Woodrow Seals, had placed in a 
joint bank account.

'Navyy Plans to Use An- 


chor Tension, Tugs, 
Pontoons Tomorrow to 
Perfect Timing. 


NORFOLK, Va, Jan. 30 (AP)— 
The Navy plans to hold a dress 
rehearsal tomorrow of Thursday’s 
scheduled operations to pull the 
45,000-ton battleship Missouri 
loose from Thimble shoal in 


‘Chesapeake bay. 


Despite the Navy’s insistence 
that it’s only a practice run, there 
is speculation that the rehearsal 
may turn into a real effort to 
free the ship two days ahead of 
schedule. 

Lending emphasis to the ru- 
mors is the comment of naval 
spokesmen that there’s a chance 
the “Mighty Mo” may be refloat- 
ed during the rehearsal. 

Tides have been running above 
predicted levels at high-water pe- 
riods for several days, and if they 
continue to do so naval salvage 
experts believe the Missouri may 
come afloat without the aid of 
tugs. 

Tomorrow’s operation will em- 
ploy full-strength application of 
every method listed for Thurs- 
day’s effort. The Navy, however, 
insists it’s just a “co-ordination 
rehearsal” to assure perfect tim- 
ing. The last one third of the 
Missouri’s 2205etons of ammuni- 
tion was unloaded yesterday, 

Steps in Operation. 

Steps in the plan include full 
tension on heavy beach gear ca- 
bles strung from the Missouri to 
anchors embedded in the bay bot- 
tom; “surging” tactics by a fleet 
of tugs, and the lifting power of 
six submarine salvage pontoons 
rigged beneath the ship’s stern. 

One spokesman says chances 
for success on Thursday are 
“quite excellent and are looking 
better every day.” The specu- 
lators say the same optimism 
could apply to tomorrow. 

Navy men are pulling for the 
Missouri to float free in Tues- 
day’s trial run because Adm. Wil- 
liam P. Blandy is giving up com- 
mand of the Atlantic fleet and 
retiring the following day. His 
admirers would like to see the 
Missouri, the prize unit of the 
fleet, among those when Blandy 
turns his command over +o his 
successor, Adm. William M. 
Fechteler. 

TNT Blasts Beside Ship. 

The Navy took one of its final 
preliminary steps yesterday. It 
set off 150 pounds of TNT in an 
effort to blast the sunction which 
has held the battlewagon on the 
mudbank since Jan.. 17. 

Spokesmen said the blasts 
accomplished three things — 
loosened the sand beneath the 
“Big Mo,” weakened the power- 
ful sunction which holds it to the 
bottom, and added about 75 tons 
to its buoyancy by allowing the 
ship to settle half an inch 

The explosives were set off in 
two blasts about 45 minutes apart. 
The charges—75 pounds on each 
side of the ship about 50 feet 
from its beam—had been placed 
in 10-foot-deep holes. 

Immediately after the explo- 
sions hundreds of sea _ gulls 
swooped into the area to feed on 
thousands of fish which had been 
killed by the explosion and had 
bobbed to the surface.

McMahon said the committee 
has taken no votes or action on 
the issue, but will meet again 
tomorrow for “further delibera- 
tions.” He said he had given the 
President his personal views “On 
the bearing that these questions 
have not only on the national se- 
curity, but also on world peace, 
which all our efforts are de- 
signed to promote,” and that 
“when I feel that the best inter- 
ests of security and peace will be 
served, I will not hesitate to make 
my views known.” 

Connally’s Views Known. 

One member of the Senate- 
House committee already has 
come out publicly for an attempt 
to make the bomb. He is Senator 
Connally (Dem.), Texas, who is 
also chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 

McMahon disclosed that the 
congressional atomic officials al- 


ready have inspected atomic fa- | 


cilities, including those at Los 
Alamos, to determine the feasibil- 
ity of building the hydrogen 
bomb. They also have conferred 
with the military chiefs and the 
nation’s top-ranking scientists. 

McMahon's disclosures were 
made shortly after David E. Lili- 
enthal, retiring chirman of the 
Atomie Energy Commission, said 
he is not opposed to making the 
hydrogen bamb “‘as such.” Lilien- 
thal said, however, that the 
“question of whether or not to 
build (the H-bomb) is not the 
issue.” 

Lilienthal’s remarks were made 
at a press conference. From the 
tenor of his answers to all the 
questions put to him, an implica- 
tion could be drawn he has some 
reservations about building the 
H-bomb—but not for humanitar- 
ian reasons. 

Lilienthal refused to amplify 
further his declaration that “the

BERLIN, Jan. 30 (AP)—The 
Russians dropped their blockade 
tactics early today and allowed 
road traffic to flow normally from 
the west to Berlin for the first 
time in 10 days. 

Russian guards, obviously act- 
ing on higher orders, passed all 
trucks through the frontier posts 
at Berlin and Helmstedt, 100 
miles to the west, with only per- 
functory checks. 

The Russians did not give any 
reason for the move, just as they 
never gave any official reason for 


starting their highway slowdown: 
It was assumed, however, the 
slowdown began in retaliation for 
the seizure of the Berlin railway 
headquarters building by West 
Berlin police acting on orders 
from the United States command- 
ant in Berlin, 
Building Given Back. 

The railways and the building 
are administered by the Russian- 
backed East zone government, 
United States officials later or- 
dered the West Berliners to evac- 
uate the building, which is in the 
American zone of the city. 

The slowdown, which reached 
recognizable proportions eight 
days ago, cut highway traffic al- 
most to a standstill and cost West 
Berlin about 10,000 tons of sup- 
plies, American officials esti- 
mated. 

This was a drop in the bucket, 
however, since the railroad Sys- 
tem was undisturbed and poured 
more than that into the. city in 
one day.

EMPLOYMENT IN U.S. 
EXECUTIVE BRANCH 
LOWEST IN 8 YEARS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30 (UP)— 
Employment in the _ executive 
branch of the Federal - Govern- 
ment dropped on Jan. 1 to the 
lowest point in almost eight years, 
the Civil Service Commission said 
today. 

The number of persons working 
in departments under the execu- 
tive branch dropped to 1,979,500, 
including 151,700 stationed over- 
seas. The total was 8600 below 
the December level, and the low- 
est since April- 1942. 

The commission said the num- 
ber of agencies reporting lower 
employment in January was more 
than twice that reporting increas- 
es. The Post Office Department 
still led the list with 535,800 
workers accounting for 27 per 
cent of the executive branch's 
total employment. The Army De- 
partment was second with 316,- 
500; the Navy next with 290,400, 
and the Air Force had 150,000 
employes.

NEW YORK BAR 
HEARS ARGUMENT 


FOR EUTHANAS BASEN HE 


Urges Enactment of 
Law to Protect Physi- 
cians, : 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30 (UP)— 
Beeause of recent “mercy deaths,” 
the New York County Criminal 
Courts Bar Association today be- 
gan hearings on whether eutha- 
nasia should be made a basic 
part of New York state law. 

The first witness before the 
association’s investigating com- 
mittee was Edward H. Levine, 
former assistant district attorney, 
who last year was counsel-with- 
out-fee for an accomplice to a 
mercy killing. 

He was a “pro” witness. He 
said the laws which permit New 
York State to take life as punish- 
ment fér crime, also gave the 
state the right “to pérmit an 
individual to shorten his period 
of suffering by letting his life be 
snuffed out in a merciful way.” 

How Law Would Operate. 

Levine suggested that a mercy 
death law should operate with all 
the speed of habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings. Application should be 
made to a court by the physician 
in attendance and, wherever pos- 
sible, by the person seeking death 
and members of his immediate 
family. The judge could then ap- 
point a group of medical special- 
ists, including the head of the 
community’s medical society, the 
dean of the local medical school, 
and another physician to deter- 
mine whether the application for 
a merciful death should be 
granted. 

In this way, Levine said, the 
physician performing an act of 
mercy should be pro*ected against 
reliance on what he said is now 
an “unwritten law.” Levine said 
this “unwritten law” was s0 
strong in New York State that 
he doubted any grand jury would 
indict a physician as a New 
Hampshiré jury recently indicted 
Dr. Hermann Sander. 

Pastor Testifies. 

Dr. John Howland Lathrop, min- 
ister of the First Unitarian 
Church in Brooklyn and a direc- 
tor of the Euthanasia Society, 
said that as minister for 44 years 
he had constantly visited parish- 
ioners in agony in the last stages 
of cancer. 

“I have done my best as a 
clergyman perhaps to lessen their 
suffering,” he said. “I have felt 
the futility of even my best ef- 
forts. We are endowed with in- 
telligence which we use to pro- 
long life. I believe we should 
use that same intelligence to 
relieve a sufferer from life if the 
situation warrants.” 

Dr. Lathrop said he did not 
believe the often expressed doc- 
trine that suffering “perfects the 
soul.”

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LOTTERIES POSING 
AS GAMES OF SKILL, 
SAYS CIRCUIT JUDGE 


The postal laws and regulations 
barring lotteries are being widely 
evaded today by promoters who 
disguise their lotteries as games 
of skill, Circuit Judge Fancis E. 
Williams asserted in a speech last 
night. 

Speaking before the Sunday 
Evening Club of Centenary Meth- 
odist Church, 1611 Pine street, 
Judge Williams gave the Post Of- 
fice Department credit for doing 
a fine piece of work in many 
lines. 

“But,” he went on, “it is my 
deliberate judgment that all a 
promoter has to do to get a lot- 
tery in the mails is to put some 
camouflage of skill on the element 
of chance or some kind of veneer 
on the element of consideration 
and the Post Office will let it go. 
Such a promoter does not even 
have to bother with a Washing- 
ton ‘5 per center.’” 


As an example, Judge Williams 
cited the Disabled American Vet- 
erans Service Foundation’s nation- 
wide puzzle contest, its third in 
recent years. “This is a 90 per 
cent skinsgame lottéry operated in 
the guise of a contest of skill in 
word building,” he said. 

“An analysis of the first con- 
test showed that of 279,000 per- 
sons who paid $2 to $17 to enter 
the contest, 277,995 dropped out 
after the first round of puzzles. 
More than 90 per cent of the cash 
customers had no more chance to 
win than a one-legged man in a 
100-yard dash,” he said. “These 
people were simply taking chances, 
and it is this fact that makes the 


contest a lottery.”

QUIET ON EAST SIDE 


106 Negroes Change Schools 
—Some White Pupils at Alta 
Sita Are Kept Home. 


Although some parents of white 
pupils at the Alta Sita School 
kept their children at home to- 
day, enrollment of 106 Negroes 
in East St. Louis schools hereto- 
fore reserved for white children 
generally went off without inci- 
dent. 


Termination of racial segrega- 
tion at the start of the new se- 
mester was effected smoothly, 
with no demonstrations and no 
reports of mass truancy, it was 
reported by Assistant Superin- 
tendent L. G. Osborn. 


At the Senior High School, 15 
Negroes enrolled and attended 
classes. Gus Goss, who is 6 feet, 
7 inches tall and starred with the 
Lincoln High basketball team, 
was welcomed personally by. 
Coach Lewis Dehner. 


Fifteen Negroes transferred to 


ithe Alta Sita School, where there 


were some absences among the 
169 white pupils. A number of 
parents came to school to inform 
the principal they had kept their 
children home in protest against 
the new policy. 

Other schools to which Negro 
pupils were transferred were 
Rock Junior High, Webster and 
Monroe. Two white pupils who 
have been attending the Webster 
School were granted transfers to 
the Franklin School, which here- 
tofore has been reserved for Ne- 
groes. Transfers were approved 
only in cases where pupils, at- 
tending schools formerly restrict- 
ed, live nearer other schools. 


There are about 8000 white and 
more than 5000 Negro pupils at- 
tending the East St. Louis public 
schools. The Board of Education 
voted to abandon its 85-year-old 
policy of segregation rather than 
lose $677,989 a year in state aid. 
A new rule denies state funds to 
school districts violating the anti- 
segregation law.

_ LINKED TO THEFTS FROM U.S. 


Suspects in 2-Billion-Dollar War Surplus 
Racket Virtually Immune to Arrest, 
Official Report Says.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30—At 
least three well organized black 
market gangs, whosg connections 
reached so high into the social 
and political strata of Manila that 
they were virtually immune from 
arrest or prosecution, helped steal 
more than $2,000,000,000 worth of 
American surplus property in the 
Philippines, according to Army 
Intelligence reports. 

Not content with stealing jeeps, 
trucks, Quonset huts, oil tank 
farms and pipelines at the almost 
incredible rate of $500,000 a week, 
these gangs also stole narcotics 
from United States Army hospital 
installations, according to Crimi- 
nal Investigation Civision reports, 
copies of which are in the posses- 
sion of this reporter. 

The Department of Defense and 
the Senate Investigation sub-com- 


inquiry ordered earlier this week 
by Defense Secretary Louis John- 
son. 


Senator Tydings, Maryland 
Democrat, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee, 
called the charges “a reflection 
on Gen. MacArthur, who was in 
command of the Philippines from 
V-J day until Philippine inde- 
pendence was granted July 4, 
1946."

“A large percentage of the in- 
termediaries, or persons making 
deliveries from the military seller 
to the civilian buyer, are truck 
drivers, A.W.O.L.’s and escapees. 
The others are military personnel 
and an organized gang of Fili- 
pino civilians. Some of these 
people have been apprehended 
and information has been ob- 
ras 

Socialites Involved. 

This report went on to say: 

“There are at present, in Ma- 
nila, a number of socially and 
politically important civilians who 
are dealing in stolen govern- 
ment goods. Due to their con- 
nections and position, it is ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain suffi- 
cient evidence for prosecution, 
and once such evidence has been 
obtained, it is even more difficult 
to prosecute. An unfortunately 
large percentage of the law en- 
forcement agencies can be bribed. 
Witnesses are coerced, or paid 
off.” 

In a terrific understatement, 
this report continued: 

“This, of course, creates a 
fairly delicate situation .. . since 
the normal agencies to which we 
would turn for assistance are in 
many cases the offenders, .. .” 

The Provost Marshal’s report 
continued: 

“It has been the experience of 
this office that a large percent- 
age of the military personnel in 
positions of authority responsible 
for the safeguarding of govern- 
ment property show a remarkable 
lack of interest in the subject, 
and appear merely to desire com- 
pletion of their tour of duty with 
as little friction and disturbance 
as possible. This attitude neces- 
sarily contributes toward making 
it easier for those persons en- 
gaged in stealing from the gov- 
ernment. ... Once an item has 
been successfully removed from 
government control it is almost 
impossible to recover it.” 

Jeeps, civilian varieties of which

States for $1450 plus taxes, were 
sold in the Philippines with no 
more description than “one %4-ton 
truck, fair condition,” the investi- 
gators found.

Also 
a member of the Armed Services 
Committee, he said: , 

“It all depends on what Secre- 
tary Johnson reports. If the facts 
warrant an invesigation, I will be 
in favor of it.”

naked question” of building the 
H-bomb is not the real issue in 
the secret discussions now going 
on among President Truman and 
his top advisors.

Although Lilienthal refused to 
discuss the hydrogen bomb ques- 
tion in any detail, he did take 
sharp issue with a statement by 
atomic scientist Harold C. Urey. 
In New York last week, Urey said 
that if Russia gets the H-bomb 
before we do, it might be able to 
force the United States to accept 
any ultimatums the U.S.S.R. 
might issue. 

The U.S. Won’t Fold Up. 


Lilienthal declared that he did 
not believe there would be “any 
folding up of the American peo- 
ple under any circumstances.” 

As to Urey’s statement that this 
country may have lost the atomic 
armament race to Russia, Lilien- 
thal commented: 

“Dr. Urey is free to make such 
statements, but the Atomic Energy 
Commission is not free to com- 
ment upon them.” 

Lilienthal last week described 
as “totally inaccurate” published 
reports that he opposes the H- 
bomb on moral ground and favors 
instead new overtures to Russia 
for world atomic controls. Today, 
he made it plain that if he 
opposes a hydrogen bomb project, 
his opposition is not based on 
considerations of its possible 
frightfulness. 

Decision on Phosphorous Bomb. 

When he was chief of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, he dis- 
closed, “it was part of my job to 
develop a terrible weapon—devel- 
opment of the phosphorous bomb 
for use on personnel, which 
means on human beings.” And 


as AEC chairman, making terrible 
weapons “has been my business.” 
“I was not opposed to it,” he 
said, “though I'm not particularly 
proud of it.” 

He reiterated that to the ques- 
tion of whether he opposes any 
weapon “dn p iple or in gen- 
eral, the answer is no.” 

In the H-bomb discussions go- 
ing on inside the Administration, 
Lilienthal said, “there are in- 
volved matters of military, state, 
atomic energy, and other consid- 
erations which cannot be stated 
by those of us who have respon- 
sibility for and access to this in- 
formation.”

“This procedure of confiscating 
and converting to personal use 
is not confined to vehicles. As 
an example, 18 cases of carbines 
were confiscated from the ware- 
house of a Chinese by the Ma- 
nila police.

How- 
ever, when inquiries were made, 
a number of useless parts, gun 
patches, cleaning rods, etc., were 
turned in, but no one there had 
any knowledge of carbines.”

U.S. SEGREGATION COMPARED 
TO THAT BY BRITISH IN INDIA 


Dr. Mordecai W. Johnson, pres- 
ident of Howard University, yes- 
terday compared segregation of 
Negroes in the United States with 
that practiced by England before 
freedom in India was attained. 
He spoke at the Public Affairs 
Forum of Pine Street Y.M.C.A., 
2846 Pine street. 

“In India 400,000,000 human 
beings were segregated for over 
185 years before the British rule, 
was overthrown,” Dr. Johnson 
said. “If the United States shows 
preference to color it will lose 
the support of these people, who 
may become candidates for Com- 
munism,” 

Dr. Johnson, who recently re- 
turned from India, said those 
whom he met were “extremely in- 
terested in the pattern of segrega- 
tion and discrimination of Negroes 
in the United States.” 

“Negroes should be encouraged 
by the progress being made in 
race relations and particularly in 
St. Louis,” he said. “However, 
this is too slow to meet the de- 
mands the world is making on the 
United States as the leading na- 
tion.”

Whether the White House acknowledges it or 
not, there is a coal supply crisis in the nation. 
It is the dead of winter. Most of the country 
is in the grip of severely cold weather. Thou- 
sands of small users cannot get coal, and big 


. users like the railroads cut off trains weeks ago. 


Yet John L. Lewis’ United Mine Workers are 
still staying away from the pits. In the important 
bituminous state of West Virginia there are more 
idle miners this week than last. 

Even Director Boyd of the Federal Bureau of 
Mines, who has been much too hazy about this 
situation, now says that “if there is not now 
an emergency, one soon will exist.” 

The suffering citizen is less interested in who 
breaks the deadlock than in seeing order brought 
to the chaos which has gone on for four weeks. 

John L. Lewis has’ made “suggestions” that 
the miners go back to work. Aside from these 
mild promptings, he ig strangely silent. 


Does Mr. Lewis have no control over the min- 
ers?

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Murder on Tobacco Road 

What strange warping of character would lead 
three white men to push open the door of a 
cabin and kill three Negro children? Dickson 
Terry of the Post-Dispatch staff went South to 
find the answer to that question, and set it down 
in his article, “Murder in Mississippi,” in Sun- 
day’s Everyday Magazine. It is & case study of a 
dangerous disease—the disease that is com- 
pounded of poverty and ignorance and laziness 
and degradation. One of the three killers af- 
fected with it, Leon Turner, is sketched by Mr. 
Terry with particular care. 

Leon Turner’s mother was a child bride who 
contracted tuberculosis and died in a corn‘ crib, 
where she had spent her last days because his 
father’s famiJy had less humanity in them than 
they had fear of her malady. The boy was 
brought up with mulattoes as his half brothers 
and half sisters. He has lived as an outcast from 
whites and Negroes both. He has never gone to 
school a single day, and has no idea of what it 
means to be a useful citizen. 

This is no excuse for Leon Turner—but it is 
an indictment of the conditions which have 
caused him, and many others like him, to grow 
up and live as something more than an animal 
but less than a man. Leon Turner and Wendell 
and Malcolm Whitt should be punished, but after 
they are punished the conditions that produced 
them will still be there. Eventually those con- 
ditions will have to be dealt with—by schooling, 
by incentives to lead useful lives, by incomes 
that will support people in self-respect. 


It is not enough to curse the darkness, or to 
punish those who do evil under cover of it. In 
the end the only course is to bring in light. 
ef

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What of the Russians? 


Americans are all too prone to regard Russia 
as an impervious mass, a land of 192,000,000 
people who are either convinced Communists de- 
termined to accomplish calculated evil or stupid 
or ignorant persons who are happy and willing 
tools of their leaders. 

The interviews of Merle Fainsod, professor 
of government at Harvard University, with some 
100 escaped Russians indicate that this simple 
picture is grossly distorted. There are severe 
internal tensions, frustrations, dissatisfactions 
with which the Soviet’ regime must cope, he 
discovered. Russians are humans too, and they 
have increasing complaints about their living 
standard. Their faith in Communism as an ideal 
is not as strong as it once was. 

In order to secure the allegiance of the Rus- 
sian masses to: the regime, consequently, the 
Kremlin has been compelled to rely increasing- 
ly on nationalism as, in Prof. Fainsod’s words, 
“the cementing factor.” Nationalism, he found. is 
the regime's most powerful support. : 

No clear picture can be drawn from the in- 
formation Prof. Fainsod obtained. His source 
was exclusively a relative handful of the dis- 
gruntled and disaffected, who had the superior 
intelligence and drive without which they never 
would have taken the trouble to escape, nor 
been able to make their way to the West. 

But as a guide for future United States pol- 


a, 


icy and propaganda toward Communists inside 
and outside Russia, such information is inval- 
uable. The non-Communist world apparently 
can expect an intensification rather than a re- 
laxation of the Pan-Slav, imperialist aspects of 
Russian Communism, at least in the immediate 
future. Such a course seemingly is the only one 
open to the masters of the Kremlin if they dre 
to retain their position, 
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Road to the Political Swamp 
The extent to which the State Highway Com- 


mission has “sold out” to Gov. Forrest Smith in- 


the gas tax increase campaign makes it more 
necessary than ever that this proposal be de- 
feated in the April referendum. 


The commission’s decision—made under pres- 
sure from leaders of the Governor's faction in 
Jefferson City—puts the state’s 2100 highway 
employes directly into politics. And it is by no 
means certain that the defeat of the Governor's 
bill will take them out again. But its defeat 
will be at least a first step in that direction. — 


If, on the other hand, the proposal sifould 
carry, that would be a step toward plunging the 
Highway Commission even more deeply into poli- 
tics. As Curtis Betts pointed out jn Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch, the Smith faction is ready to fol- 
low up such a success with a special session of 
the Legislature 4t which the notorious Quinn 
bill would be revived. 

The passage of that measure would make a 
non-political Highway Commission impossible. 
Under it, every commissioner and every impor- 
tant employe of the commission would owe his 
job to the Governor. Road building would be 
an integral part of the spoils machine. 

Under these circumstances, only naivete and 
a spineless susceptibility to the blandishments of 
lobbyists can explain support for the pending 
bill. Yes, Missouri needs more money for 
roads. especially for rural roads. But if the 
taxpayers are to get what they want, their money 
will have to be spent under controls far differ- 


ent from those they are asked to approve by’ 


the Governor. 
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Sense and Nonsense 
Two well-known public officials have just 
made statements concerning the national defense 
of the United States. One sounds wholly sensi- 
ble, the other wholly ridiculous. 


Gov. Gruening of Alaska says the territory 
which he is responsible for could be captured 
“tomorrow” by one or two parachute divisions 
coming across the Bering Strait. That sounds 
sensible. Settlements in Alaska are relatively 
small and spread far apart. We know that the 
vast area as yet has little means for defense. 


The statement which is wholly ridiculous comes 
from Senator Mundt. The South Dakotan says 
that Russia “could knock out the United States 
in 90 seconds.” This assumes that the United 
States would know even less about such an at- 
tack in advance than it knew about Japanese 
movements prior to Pearl Harbor. It assumes 
that atom bombs can be carried around in yest 
pockets and left in factory lockers. It assumes 
that our Air Force, Army and Navy, with the 
greatest defense budgets in our history, have no 
plans for the protection of the nation.

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More Than Arms Aid 


The arming of Western Europe with United 
Siates munitions is about to begin. The arms 
aid agreements have been signed, the United 
Siates has made plain its determination to give 
meaning and substance to the Atlantic pact. 
This is the end of an era. This is the final 
physical proof of America’s belated recognition 
of the fact that the world’s wars are its wars, 
the world’s affairs its affairs, in time of peace 
as well as time of war. 


The purpose is defense against aggression. 
But # has ramifications, immediate ramifica- 
tions, which go far beyond the- limitations of 
even that broad goal. By indirection it involves 
the United States in a current shooting war. 


That war is France’s war in Indochina. France, 
which is expected to shoulder the major burden 
of defense of the continent, will get the lion’s 
share of the arms aid. None of the United 
States-supplied munitions can be used in Indo- 
china without American approval, but no such 
restrictions apply to French-manufactured arms 
which the American munitions can replace. 


Thus, France can continue its Indochinese ad- 
venture with arms which are available only be- 
cause the United States will be making up de- 
pleted reserves in France itself. In effect, the 
American people will be helping France fight its 
imperialist war. 

By no stretch of the imagination can this situ- 
ation help the United States in its effort to con- 
vince the peoples of Asia of its high moral pur- 
pose, of the superiority of democracy. America 
is not imperialist, but it is under-writing some- 
one else's imperialism. The Indochinese can be 
excused if they fail to see the difference. 


Immediate steps should be taken to end this 
anomaly. United States and United Nations 
pressure helped convince the Dutch to grant 
self-rule to the United States of Indonesia. Simi- 
lar pressure should be applied to help convince 
the French to grant self-rule in Indochina. Slow 
progress is being made in this direction, buf 
there is grave doubt that the French are moving 
fast enough. 


What happens in Indochina is no longer a mat- 
ter of indifference in New’ York, Los Angeles 
and St. Louis. We are intervening by supplying 
arms, we should not hang back from the at least 
equally fruitful course of supplying moral 
pressure. 
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Churchill Gets the Palm 


When it comes to the improvisation of politi- 
cal campaign words, we unhesitatingly award 
the palm to Winstor Churchill rather than to 
the Republican strategists over here. 


Their pride and joy so far is “statism,” but 
no matter how often repeated, it seems destined 
to lay an egg. Mr. Churchill, on the other hand, 
has scored at least a minor success with “queue- 
topia.” In type. it looks like a monstrosity, but 
rolling from his tongue, it will make a quick 
impression on Englishmen standing in line. 

“Statism” is vague and abstract. “Queuetopia” 
is as specific as the everyday annoyance which 
inspired it. Whether it will wow the British 
voters is a question, but at least they will know 
what. their Winnie is talking about.

Communist leaders were convicted, will get by the Supreme Court.

What should our policy be toward the 
Communist party? 


Because it is essentially an organized 
conspiracy directed by a hostile foreign 
power and is merely masquerading as a 
political party, there would be ample jus- 
tification for outlawing the party and mak- 
ing membership in it illegal. Whether this 


is expedient is another question. 


It is our view thatthe Communist party 
should not be outlawed, but that Congress 
should enact legislation providing that any 
alleged political party which is in fact un- 
der the control of a foreign government 
should be barred from the polls and that 
its officials and members should be re- 
quired to register as foreign agents. In 
other words, the party should be labeled, 
identified, and stripped of the pretense 
that it is an American political party. 


Before this is done our courts should de- 
termine whether the party is, or is not, 
what it purports to be, a domestic politi- 
cal party, or what it obviously is, a politi- 
cal conspiracy directed by a hostile foreign 
power. Newspapers, periodicals, and other 
material published by the Communist par- 
ty should not be barred, but should be la- 
beled showing their Communist source. 


Such legislation would no more violate 
the Bill of Rights than the requirement 
that lobbyists register and make reports 
to Congress concerning their activities. 
The lobbyist, after all, is merely exercis- 
ing the constitutional right to petition. 


It would be naive to assume that such 
legislation would prevent the Communist 
party from playing an important role in 
domestic politics. It would still control 
the Progressive party and could support 
Mr. Wallace for President. It would still 
control the American Labor party which 
holds the balance of power in New York 
State. 


Such legislation would not. in any way, 
stop Communist political activity. But it 
would destroy the pretense that Commu- 
nism is merely an unpopular, left-wing 
political faith and that the party is a 
legitimate American party. 


The conviction of 11 Communist leaders 
under the Smith Act must be received 


with mixed feelings by those who believe 
in the Bill of Rights. The trial was emi- 
nently fair. The accused were given every 
advantage and allowed a latitude in their 
defense that went far beyond the require- 
ments of a fair trial. The public exposure 
of the extent and nature of Communist 
activity was thoroughly healthy. The ac- 
cused unquestionably were guilty under 
the Act. 


But is the Smith Act constitutional? 


The Smith Act makes it unlawful for 
any person “to knowingly ... teach the 
duty, necessity, desirability, or propriety 
of overthrowing any government in the 
United States by force and violence... .” 
In other words, the crime is the advocacy 
of ideas—ideas which if put into effect 
would constitute treason—but, neverthe- 
less, ideas. 


If the Smith Act were limited in its ap- - 


plication to persons acting as agents of 
and subject to the control of a foreign 
government, that would go far toward re- 
moving all doubts as to its constitutionali- 
tv: but it is not so limited. 

In genera), limitations ppon the consti- 
tutional protections afforded free speech 
can be justified only if they constitute “a 
clear and present danger.” That what the 
convicted Communists did constitutes a 
clear danger is hardly open to doubt. But 
does it constitute a present danger? 


There is no present danger of a Com- 
munist revolution. But Communists con- 
trol strategically important unions, have 
substantial strength in others, have infil- 
trated our Government, are engaged in 
widespread espionage for the Soviet Union 
and hav® created many “Communist-front” 
organizations. 

There is little doubt that in the event 
of war with the Soviet Union we would 
face (1) widespread sabotage. (2) crip- 
ling Communist-inspired strikes such as 
the wartime Allis-Chalmers strike that de- 
layed our naval destroyer building pro- 
gram by many months, and (3) “Commu- 
nist-front” peace and surrender propagan- 
da. 


Does that constitute “clear and present 
danger”? That is the question the Su- 
preme Court must determine.

éé HAT have you been doing over the weekend?” asked Joseph 
Driscoll, the man at the adjacent desk. 
“As it happens, | have been reading up on Karl Marx.” 

“Oh.” said he, “you mean my predecessor in London.” 

“How come?” I asked. 

“Well,” said Mr. Driscoll, “as you know, I used to be London 
correspondent for the New York Herald Tribune. Back in Horace 
Greeley’s day, Karl Marx wrote a weekly article from London for 
the New York Tribune. So he was my predecessor. In fact, it 
might be said that the New York Tribune financed the writing of 
Das Kapital.” 

That was a quaint and interesting thought, so I consulted Pierre 
Cot’s sketch of Karl Marx. It says that “for long years, to meet the 
demands of his large family, he 
(Marx) was reduced to the sum of 
one pound a week, the price of 
his weekly article for the New 
York Tribune—and to the gen- 
erosity of his friend (Friedrich) 
Fngels, himself often short of 
money.”

MARX, A FAMILIAR FIGURE on London streets, seemingly 
aroused no trepidation along Pail Mall or in Mayfair. He and his 
large family lived in two miserable ropms in Soho, and he himse 
seemed to be just an unprepossessing bookworm.

Day in and day out, for 30 years, from 1850 to 1880, a 
period embracing the greater part of the Victorian era, the 
attendants at the British Museum were wont to observe the same 
familiar figure dart across the threshold as the doors swung 
open.

NEWARK, NJ., Jan. 30 (AP)—_ 


The Medical Society of New Jer- 
sey, in a move to defeat President 
Truman’s compulsory health ex- 
tension program, launched a cam- 
paign today for adoption of a new 
“co-operative health i nsurance 
program.” 

Under the plan, employers, em- 
ployes and the Government—at 
al levels—would carry the cost of 
premiums. The plan would cover 
all phases of medical care. 

Dr. James F. Norton, state so- 
ciety president and a vice presi- 
dent of the American Medical As- 


sociation, said the plan would not |

Recommendations included: 

(1) Use of voluntary non-profit | 
organizations ‘such as Blue Cross | 
and Blue Shield) for budgeting 
hospital and medical services for | 
individuals and families. 


(2) Income tax deductions for 
premiums paid by subscribing | 
mémbers. 


(3) Encouragement of the “grow- 
ing practice” of employers paying 
or contributing to the cost of en- 
rolling employes in voluntary 
plans. 

(4) The participation of the 
government at every level to un- 
derwrite part or all of the cost. 

(5) Extension of voluntary non- 
profit coverage for home and of- 
fice services of the physician for 
all non-chronic ailments. 

(6) Consideration of the possi- 
bility of offering complete volun- | 
taw non-profit coverage to every- } 
one, regardless of income. 

(7) The underwriting of premi- 
ums by local units of the Govern- 
ment for voluntary non-profit 
coverage of the “medically indi- 
gent.” 

(8) Use by governmental agen- 
cies 
plans to provide service for fami- 
lies on public assistance rolls on 
a cost basis. 

(9) Use of these plans by gov- 
ernmental agencies to care for 
the chronically i on a cost basis.

‘Simply Pilot Models.’ 
“All of these we regard as 


‘simply a first series of reactors,” 
Dean said recently. 


With them we expect to learn 
‘much conterning the reactors of 
the future, or, to put it another 
way—whether in fact they have a 
future. 

“In fact, the materials testing 
reactor which develops such high 
temperatures is designed prima- 
rily to ascertain what happens to 
various materials when subjected 
to such high .emperatures as will 
be produced. Without this knowl- 
edge we are not in a position to- 
day to build a reactor which will 
produce competitive power.” 

Biological Medical Research. 

Expenditures for biological.and 

medical research constitute a cate- 
| gory in which the largest amount 
of the funds may be considered 
'as spent for peacetime purposes. 
About $19,000,000 is being spent 
this year, a little more than half 
for investigations in installations 
owned by the Government and 
how rest in  university-owned 
atomic energy laboratories and in 
private institutions. 

Dean said that one of the “few 
activities to which we have been 
able to point with pride when we 
speak of peacetime uses of atomic 
energy” is the program for the 
production and distribution of 
radioactive isotopes, tremendously 
important tools in biological, me#- 
ical and industrial research. 


The commission will have spent 
‘in the year ending in March 
$450,000 to supply isotopes for 
cancer research alone. These iso- 
topes are given free, except for 
transportation and packaging, to 
_ qualified research men. 
_ Notable among these isotopes is 
radiocobalt, which has given 
promise of becoming a cheap sub- 
stitute for radium. Radium is 
one of the established tools-for 
destroying cancer cells. 
| More Than 300 Institutions. 
More han 300 institutions in 39 
states are using isotopes for re- 
search. The commission alone has 
34 projects in biology and medi- 
cine directed primarily toward 
filling gaps in the national pro- 
gram.

Division of Biology and Medicine. 
Under this division the three AEC 
laboratories serve as centers of re- 
search, training and information. 


} About 60 universities and other 


institutions participate in the 
work of the laboratories, which 
_are at Chicago, Long Island, (N.Y.) 
'and Oak Ridge, Tenn. 

A main function of the labora- 
tories is to provide expensive 
equipment not otherwise avail- 
able. They also provide locations 
for classified research. While 
most biological and medical re- 
search in atomic energy is unclas- 
sified, some programs are secret. 

Advanced Students Trained. 

A large but undetermined num- 
ber of advanced students in bi- 
ology and medicine receive train- 
ing in connection with more than 
100 projects carried out under 
commission research contracts. 
The Oak Ridge Institute of Nu- 
clear Studies, whick is operated 
under contract by 24 southern 
universities, offers a variety of 
training opportunities. 

The AEC fellowship program 
provides for 350 annual awards 
in the field of biology and medi- 
cine. This number includes 100 
post-dectorals in medicine and 50 
in biology, and 175 pre-doctorals 
in biology and health physics and 
25 technical fellowships in health 
physics. Most of these fellowships 
range in value from $2500 to 
$4000 annually, but only about 60 
per cent of the awards have been 
made. 

Among those who held fellow- 
ships for 1949-1950 were two 
students at Washington Univer- 
sity, M. R. Cleland and W. R. 
Heller, and one at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, H. J. Buehler. 

The list of current non-secret 
biology and medicine research 
contracts includes three with 
Washington University, two for 
the purpose of studying certain 
aspects of cancer and one for 
the study of nucleic acids, sub- 
stances about which little is 
know but which make up part 
of the nuclei of the cells that 
form the substance of the body. 

The AEC will not discuss the 
proposed hydrogen super-bomb 
officially or unofficially, but the 
consensus of observers familiar 
with atomic energy matters is 
that a decision to go ahead on 
production of this weapon would 
not seriously hamper “peacetime” 
programs. 

But if the final decision to 
proceed with the hydrogen bomb 
project is taken by President Tru- 
man, it would seem that the 
chances of peace and of full de- 
velopment of the beneficial use 
of atomic energy, are further 
away than ever. 


3 KLANS MERGE,

The Klan singled out as targets 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
'B’Nai B'rith and the Federal 
‘Council of Churches of Christ in 
America. 

(The Church Federation, the 
'N.A.A.C.P. and B'nai B'rith is- 
‘sued statements ridiculing the 
charges.) 

Merged were the Federated 
_Klans of Alabama, the Southern 
| Knights of the Ku Klux Klan and 
the Association of Carolina Klans. 
‘Only Samuel Roper’s Association 
of Georgia Klans remains outside 
| the fold. 

The united Klan elected an 
“emperor” Known publicly- only 
as Nathan II. 

Spokesmen were listed as Hugh 
Morris of Birmingham, Ala.; 
Thomas L. Hamilton of Leesville, 
'S.C., and Bill Hendrix of Talla- 
hassee, Fla. 

While the Klan credited the 
Roman Catholic Church with 
|actively fighting Communism, it 
| advised members to guard against 
| Catholic domination of the fight.

DEATH SENTENCES 
FOR 2IN YUGOSLAV 
SPY TRIAL, 6 TO JAIL 


BELGRADE, Jan. 30 (AP) — 
Eight men were convicted at 
Skoplje yesterday of trying-to or- 
ganize Cominform-inspired guer- 
rilla resistance to Premier Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz. Two of 
the defendants were sentenced to 
die before a firing squad. The 
others were given prison terms of 
from five to 13 years. 

All eight admitted they tried 
to organize guerilla bands, spy 
outfits and propdanda agencies 
on orders from Bulgaria. 

The death sentence went to two 
deserters from the Yugoslav 
Army, former battalion comman- 
der Blagoj Spasevski and Pande 
Ljorovski. 

Spasevski testified he had seen 
maps and .plans for an “armored 
fight” to be waged against Yugo- 
Slavia this spring by the Russian- 
sponsored Cominform. 

The trial was the fourth held 
by Yugoslavia to show methods 
used by the Cominform in its 
campaign against Tito.

“Chiseler” for Cheat! 

E KNOW that there are 
W chiselers. At the bottom of 

every case of criticism and 
obstruction we have found some 
selfish interest, some private axe 
to grind.’’—Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

These words from a radio ad- 
dress delivered on Oct. 22, 1933 
certainly authenticate ‘‘chiseler” 
as an epithet to denote the cheat- 
er, the underminer for personal 
profit. But Franklin Roosevelt 
did not originate the term. 

“Chiseler” is American slang 
all right, and its use goes back 
into the last century. It can be 
traced as far back as 1848, and 
formerly it was regarded as typi- 
cally Western slang. It is thought 
to have originated, actually, in 
Louisiana, and this ties in with 
the word’s derivation, which is 
from the French. 

There is the quite legitimate 
noun for the tool we know as a 
chisel, deriving from the Old 
French “chisel,” which goes back 
to the Latin “caedere,” to cut! 
Then comes “to chisel,” from the 
French form “ciseler.” This could 
of course mean literally “to pare” 
or “to. cut” or “to gouge.” You 
have such a use in the allusion to 
chiseling a block of marble. Oth- 
erwise, however, it is rarely heard 
in the legitimate sense, for which 
“to cut” serves much’ better. It 
was in the sense of “to cut close,” 
as in driving a hard bargain, that 
the verb “to chisel” started on 
its way into American slang—and 
produced the chiseler! 


Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


MERICANS have the right to 
make laws and to repeal them 
and that includes Canasta 
laws. Some confusion has arisen 
because today’s American laws 
are quite different from the orig- 
inal Argentine rules for Canasta; 
nevertheless, the tremendous pop- 
ularity of the game indicates that 
most people like the change. 
Even though there is now a 
“standard” American code, Canas- 
ta players in their own games 
have their inalienable right to 
suspend certain rules and substi- 
tute others. Unfortunately, some- 
times these innovations ehange 
the basic character of the game. 
One such _ innovation, rather 
widely played, is universally con- 
demned by Canasta experts. It 
concerns the situation shown by 
the following hand: 


This player's side has com- 
pleted canastas of aces, jacks, and 
tens. The pack, which is not fro< 
zen, contains eight cards. The top 
card is a ten, matching one of the 
completed canastas. May he add 
the ten to his completed canasta, 
and thus take the pack? 


There are many situations in 
which he would prefer not to do 
so: after all, the meld itself adds 
only ten points to his total and he 
might do better by drawing from 
the pack. But in this case, by tak- 
ing the discard pile he gets seven 
other cards to add to his hand (or 
perhaps to his melds) and that is 
always desirable. 

Under all Canasta laws, 
player is clearly entitled to take 
the pack evep though the meld to 
which he adds the top card is a 
completed canasta. The “house 
rule” which, in some games, pro- 
hibits his doing so is not a good 
rule, as will be shown in this col- 
umn later. 

Question: When you freeze the 


the - 


pack with a wild card, you place 
it at the bottom or alongside the 
pile to serve as a reminder. Can 
the next player take the frozen 
pack if he has a pair to match the 
card left on top of the discard 
pile; that is, the discard next be- 
fore the last? 

Answer: No. The wild card is a 
stop card as well as a pack 
freezer. The fact that it is placed 
elsewhere than on top of the dis- 
card pile is merely a matter of re- 
minding players the pack ts fro- 
zen: it is still technically the top 
card. ” 

Question: What is the proper 
pronunciation of the word “can- 
asta?” 

Answer: The usual pronuncia- 
tion is kuh-NASS-tuh. However, 
the Spanish pronunciation is kah- 
NAH-stah, so either would be con- 
sidered correct.

energy. 

Millar ‘accent on #lie second 
syllable) is, in his normal working 
hours, director of music at St. 
Louis University, and while these 
two fields—education in ecclesias- 


tical circles and high style—might © 


seem incongruous, it is nothing 
compared to Millar’s other pres- 
ent varied activities and past 
background. Not only does he 
train college band and orchestra 
groups, conduct symphonies for 
enildren, and lecture on heavier 
weight musical topics, but in the 
past, he has been a symphony 
violinist, played clarinet in a jazz 
band, sung on radio shows, and— 
perhaps to co-ordinate all .these 
activities—studied for the diplo- 
matic service. 

“I feel young musicians should 
have a broad knowledge of all 
kinds of music, not only the re- 
stricted classical field,” Millar 
states one of his pet theories. 
“We're in a society in, which 
music is not state-subsidized, but 
which is subsidized by the whim 
of the people, and we should 
understand popular trends and 
know what makes them popular, 
so we can learn how to develop 
greater interest in classical 
music.” 

Millar, who came to St. Louis 
as Stanley Chapple’s assistant in 
1946, is a native of Vancouver, 
Canada, and gives credit for his 
own wide musical background to 
the fact that he had “a very 
understanding mother.” His own 
talents” he glosses over hastily 
with the explanation that he was 
“fortunate enough to have a little 
talent” in some line or other. 
These fortunate talents extended 
to music—violin, saxophone, clar- 
inet—and singing—boy soprano 
style—while he was still a child, 
plus a flair for public speaking as 
he grew up.

work,” he explains, “combining 
my artistic background with such 
things as political science. I went 
to the University of British Co- 
lumbia with that in mind, but I 
didn’t have too much money, so 
I also worked in a dance band 
and did some singing, with the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corp. 
Then I got into conducting and 
became so fascinated by the idea 
of conducting symphony that my 
ambitions changed. Soon, out of 
the whole hodge podge, my main 
interest was in conducting. All 
the other work was just a means 
to an end.” 

While still in school, he became 
a violinist with the Vancouver 
Symphony, then went to the Uni- 
versity of California to study. 
There he conducted several small- 
er symphonies and met Leonard 
Bernstein, Who was impressed 
with his work and recommended 
him as a conducting student at 
Serge Koussevitzky’s Berkshire 
Music Festival. Stanley Chapple, 
former director of the Little 
Symphony here, met him there 


and brought him to St. Louis: 
When Chapple left, he stayed on, 
supervising music in Catholic 
schools, directing several Catho- 
lic Music Festivals, includipg one 
last year for which he arranged 
music and conducted a chorus of 
1500. In due time all this led 
to his present work as St. Louis 
U.’s music director, where he is 
setting up a music curriculum, de- 
livering lectures, directing the 
orchestra, band, and _ chorus, 
which he terms “a fairly complete 
—or at least a busy—job.” 
* x * 


S enthusiastic about his work 


A as he is diffident about his per- 


sonal accomplishments, Millar 
has numerous theories and ideas 
on music. His ultimate ambition 
is to be .a symphony conductor, 
and he does not: want to be 
identified exclusively as a choral 
conductor, but he does think the 
two are closely allied and the 
leader of one group should have 
experience in the other field. 
“Vladimir Golschmann, for in- 
stance, can conduct a chorus be-

cause he knows voices,” he points 
out. “I think every musical con- 
ductor should have a thorough 
knowledge of voices. The basic 
principles of conducting are the 
same in each field; most conduct- 
ing is a question of personal re- 
lationships and personnel.” 

‘He also believes the gulf be- 
tween music educators and pro- 
fessional musicians should be 
lessened and that professional 
musicians should take a greater 
interest in musical education. 
Some of the most enjoyable 
phases of his work have been the 
half-dozen Little Symphony con- 
certs he, conducts annually for 
children. 

“My favorite audiences are 
children, nine to 12 years of age,” 
he says. “They're so spontaneous 
and show what they feel. There’s 
none of this polite patter of ap- 
plause. I wish adult audiences 
could unbend and show what 
they like and dislike. 

“Isaac Stern, who made a 
guest Appearance here not long 
ago, said in Europe he always 


knew where he stood with an 
audience. They’d boo what they 
didn’t like and applaud what they 
‘liked. That’s the way it is with 
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USIC for children, he thinks, 

should be a sort of game and 

he tries to work up a “super- 
duper comic book story” for clas- 
sical ‘musical selections. The only 
time this backfired, he recalls, 
was on the occasion that he played 
the William Tell Overture, explain- 
ing how the pastoral music set 
the scene of snow-covered Alps, 
trees, birds singing. Just as the 
children were listening peace- 
fully, came the familiar trumpet 
call. 

“At the same moment,” he 
laughs, “all 1200 kids sat upright, 
started whipping imaginary 
horses, and screamed, ‘Hiyo, 
Silver’.” 

A believer in the _ indirect 
method in choral conducting, too, 
Millar is no dictator but prefers 
to encourage his singing groups. 
The chorus for the Symphony of 
Fashion was selected from the 
University chorus, the St. Louis 
Chorale, a non-sectarian group, 
and the Catholic Youth Chorus. 
Director Dick Barstow outlined 
the effects desired, Conductor 
Golschmann selected works from 
the symphony’s library, and 
Millar has had the job of blend- 
ing all this together in a show 
that will include the Nutcracker 
Suite and South American sam- 
bas. 

“At times, the chorus will be 
called on to produce semi-orches- 
tral effects with the human voice 
and at other times sing choral 
arrangements,” Millar explained. 

The choral direction, rehearsal 
of a string group to accompany 
them, composing special music 
and musical bridges between se- 
quences has lengthened Millar's 
day to 12 or 16 hours. Fortu- 
nately his wife also has musical 
interests, as she teaches singing 
at Mary Institute. The Millars 
live in the county and have two 
king-sized pets, Afghan hounds. 

Millar’s spare hours will proba- 
bly be cut down still more as 
intensified rehearsals begin this 
week and the choral background 
is co-ordinated with the -music 
and the fashions. He doesn’t ex- 
pect to see very much of the 
fashions and had absolutely no 
advance information as to what 
will be chic this spring. 

“However,” he smiled, nd. don’t 
expect they'll change men’s fash- 
ions very much.”

What does “inhabitable” mean? 
If you feel sure, however, that 
“inhabitable” means “fit for habi- 
tation,” turn to Webster’s New 
International, or Funk and Wag- 
nalls, where inhabitable is also 
listed as meaning “not habitable; 
unfit for habitation.” Literally, 
the word is nonsense. 


This is also true of “invalu- 
able.” One meaning is: “Precious 


sbeyond price; valuable beyond es- 


timation.” The other meaning is: 
“Not valuable; worthless.” So this 
word likewise cancels itself; it 
therefore is without meaning. 

Like our double-talk words — 
invaluable, inhabitable, etc.— the 
word cleave has a Dr. Jekyll- Mr. 
Hyde dual personality. Observe: 

1. Cleave, verb: To adhere 
closely; to cling to; to unite, as in 
Tennyson's Guinevere: “To love 
one maiden only, cleave to her, 
and worship her by years of 
golden deeds.” 

2. Cleave, verb: To part or di- 
vide by force; to separate by cut- 
ting or splitting, as with a butch- 
er’s cleaver. 

Another lovely specimen for 
our cabinet of curiosa is this 
word pair: Loosen-unloosen. Since 
loosen means “to set loose,” un- 
loosen should mean “not to set 
loose,” for the prefix un- signi- 
fies a reversal of the action, as in 

unbend, -untie, undo. 

But, as the dictionary attests, 
loosén means “to unloosen,” and 
unloosen means “to loosen.” And 
what, mesdames et messieurs, 
could be clearer than that? 

If a publication calls itself a 
“biweekly” how often may we ex- 
pect to purchase it? The diction- 
aries define biweekly thus: (1) 
Occurring or appearing every two 
weeks. (2) Semiweekly (every half 
week).

E HAVE long wondered what 
W one does if one finds that a 
door hinge squeaks and one 
does not have on hand all the 
standard equipment necessary to 
eliminate this annoyance.

Obviously, the Blackwood con- 

vention served this North better 
than the circuitous cue-bidding 
method served North No. 1. After 
South's jump rebid in diamonds— 
it is strange that both Souths 
chose this rebid rather than a 
spade rebid, but their decision 
was correct, in my opirtion—North 
did not need extraordinary vision 
or nerve to assume that a grand 
slam was in the cards if South 
had the missing three aces. Grant- 
ing that condition—what loser was 
there? 

From North's point of view, the 
jump diamond rebid strongly sug- 
gested at least a six-card suit, 
and if that were so, South would 
scarcely have so many cards in 
hearts and clubs that North’s 
strength in those suits would be 
inadequate. (Observe that the 
fact of South's having only five 
diamonds did not destroy this 
premise!)
